The 
second expedition brought the vic­ 
tims to Nome on September 13, the 
island having been reached through 
the ice flies by means of gasoline 
heats which transferred the lost par­ 
ty to the Bear.

xtfl A pplication to O ther Organ, 
izationg Needed. 


The Newspaper Publicity Paw 
enacted by Congress some tir^e 
ago, 
ought 
to 
bo applied to 
m any other business organiza­ 
tions. 
This law provides that 
all publications m ust file an affi­ 
davit with tho Postm aster f>-nI 
oral setting forth full informa­ 
tion concerning their ownership 
management, circulation, etc 
a 
copy of this affidavit must be 
printed in certain designated jsI 
sues of the paper, and a marked 
copy thereof filed with the Post­ 
m aster General. 
Failure to do 
this 
w’ill 
authorize the Post­ 
m aster General to deny the us* 
or the m ails to the offending 
publication. 
This law has eliminated many 
newspaper 
evils, 
such as the 
paid editorial, the overstatement 
of circulation, and hidden own-

has been attained 
by the simple rem- 
. edy of publicity! 
A sim ilar law applied to oth*r 
organizations would w*ork equal­ 
ly 
well 
and 
would 
eradicate 
many evils, much corruption and 
m ismanagem ent. 
For instance 
if labor organizations v/ere re­ 
quired to publish full informa­ 
tion as to their objects and their 
transactions, and to make public 
an account of their monevc dues 
etc., m any abuses that now' ex­ 
ist would be removed. 
Labor 
organizations should not curry 
favor 
from 
legislatures 
and 
Congress any more than business 
organizations, and they have no 
rig h t to sperial exemption from 
an ti-tru st legislation. 
A labor 
union is a form of labor trust 
Labor 
unions 
organized for 
honest and law ful purposes are 
necessary and desirable to hold 
in check encroachments of un­ 
ju st employers, but when they 
invoke the aid of Congress for 
special * exemptions 
they 
are 
merely copying unjust methods 
of other monopolies. 
Business should be required to 
give full publicity as to prices, 
volume of business, methods of 
nitratio n , etc., go as to givt 
each com petitor the right con­ 
clusions concerning their par­ 
ticular field of industry.

tifications, have withstood the as­ 
saults. 
If Verdun and Toul were to be 
taken, the French would have to in­ 
crease their resistance to keep from 
being turned. 
The French have had 
the advantage of the protection of 
the Meuse fortifications

right since the battle of the Aisne 
began. 
If they are deprived of the 
assistance of this steel and concrete 
wall, they must run the danger of 
being flanked, 
or 
redispose their 
troops so as to send reinforcements 
to the southeast corner of the bat­ 
tlefield. 
The higher strategy of both sides, 
therefore, now seems to be develop­ 
ing at. opposite angles of the battle 
square. 
The allies seem to be pre­ 
paring a new offensive In the north­ 
west, while the Germans are increas­ 
ing their exertions in the southeast. 
At one of these opposite extremes, lf 
cdther side redisposes troops unskil­ 
fully, the fate of the entire battle 
now raging may be quickly decided.
